Although po official announce- 
ment has been received at the De- 
partment of State of the report that 
Grea: Britain has threatened to 
seize the Tortugas islands, yet it is 
learned that the American Consul 
in Heyti has kept the Department 
fully informed as to the nature of 
the British claim and all proceed- 
ings taken by that Government 
against Hayti during the past three 
or four years. Now that the mat- 
ter is reported to have assumed so 
serious a phase, the Government, 
with the view to being prepared for 
any emergency, is beginuing tocar- 
vass its resourcesin case it sbeuld 
become necessary to again assert 
the intention of this country to 
maintain the Monroe doctrine to 
the extent of protecting these small 
island Republics against the en- 
croachment of European powers. 
The result of the inquiries into the 
naval resources of the United States 
is not encouraging so far. Several 
wooden vessels forming a training 
squadron are now on their way 
northward from the West Indies. 
At present there is vo vessel bear- 
ing the American flag in Haytian 
waters. The Yaptci is at Key 
West and the Galena at Aspinwall, 
and is is possible that one or both 
of these vessels may be ordered to 
the vicinity of Hayti to represent 
the United States Government in 
the event thatit may become nec- 
essary to enter a formal protest 
against European encroachments 
in the West Indies.

A Bad Gang Broken Up. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., April 11. 

Detectives have unearthed a gigantic 
conspiracy for robbing the Pauhandle 
Railroad Company. Nearly half a 
million dollars worth of freight is said 
to have been carried off by the plun- 
derers and their tools. The most of 
the men involved in the plot are con- 
ductors and brakemen in the em- 
ploy of the road. This morning acon- 
certed raid was began upon the board- 
ing places and houses of the Panhan- 
die railway employes, conductors and 
brakemen, by a squad composed of 
100 policeman, detectives and consta- 
bles. At 1:15 o’clock two prisoners 
were escorted to jail from their homes 
and at 9o’clock this morning 44 con- 
ductors and brakemen were locked up 
in the county jail, one entire wing of 
which having been specially set apart 
for their special accommodation. The 
early trains from the west were held 
in the yards by a display of red sig- 
nals. At fourth avenue the officers 
boarded the train, knowing the men 


that were wanted, and prompily se- 
cured them and marched them to jail. 
No train arrived that did not lose one 
or more men from its crew. John H. 
Hampton, attorney for the Pennsylva- 
nia Co., was seen this morningin the 
office of the detective ageucy where he 
was silting amidst a hetengerous 
collection of plunder. He said 
“these robberies have been  car- 
ried on systematically for sev- 
eral years. The company . has 
lung been aware that there was a leak- 
age somewhere, and as early as Sen- 
tember, 1886, they quietly commenced 
investigations. Detectives were placed 
on the trains where the goods could be 
watched and the thieves caught. We 
had already discovered that the cul- 

rits were employes of the company. 
n September there were 80 crews of 
freight trains on the ran Handle Co. 
coming into Pittsburg. Of these 80 
crews, no less than 75 were found to 
be crooked. A crew consists of a con- 
ductor, flagman and two brakemen. 
In some cases all the men were in- 
volved, in others only a part. The 
statement that the engineers and fire- 
men were mixed up inthe robbery is 
wrong, nota single oneis involved. 
The goods were obtained in various 
ways; in many instances the seals 
were broken, while in others, hatchets 
were used to cuta hole inthe end of 
the car, through which the men 
crawled aod took what they coveted, 
and then they rep: rted the car in bad 
condition, claiming that hole had been 
made by accident. The operations 
were all the result ofa combination. 
Arrangements were carefully made, 
and each rascal was assigned to bis 
particular part of the work in much 
the same way as a bank robbery is 
condevtei by professional cracksmen. 
Things which alarmed us more than 
anything else, was that they stole 
large quantities of whisky and drank 
itin the cabooses. They neo.ded ves- 
sels to hold the liquor, so they stole 
milk cans and kept itinthem. Not 
daring to keep whisky openly in the 
cars, they tore up the flooring and hid 
it underneath. The men were con- 
tinually reported drunk on duty, and 
the probability of disasters was some- 
thing frightful to contemplate. Ajll 
kinds of goods were siolen, including 
sewing machines, guns, revolvers, 
cutlery, silverware, cigars, clothing, 
liquors, groceries, furniture, and in 
fact every imaginable article that cao 
be carried on cars were quietly re- 
moved. “Fences’’ were estabiished in 
thie city where stolen property was 
taken and then sold, the money 
being ony divided among the 
crews. It is impossible to give the ag- 
gregate value of the property stolen, 
but it is claimed it will reach $300,000. 
The arrests created the sensa- 
tion among the railroad employees of 
this — he scenes about the jail 
doors this morning whee the relatives 
of the prisoners bad gathered to learn 
the cause of the arrests, were of the 
saddest d tion. At one o’clock 
ten more ar were reported. They 
were captured at the pay car while re- 
ae their wages. This makes a 
total of fifty-six now in jail here, and 
it is supposed as many more have 
been a ded at other points 
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iff John G. Mitchell, Under Sheriff 
Goldner and Captain Kavanaugh, vis- 
ited the various parks used as base- 
ball grounds in the villages of Mas- 


h, Middleville and Ridgewood, 
ueens county, yesterday afternoon 
and stopped the ball games in pro- 
ress. At Atlantic Park, where the 
uban giants and Newarks were play- 
ing before about 4,000 spectators, Cap- 
tain Kavanaugh and his 15 deputies 
were surrounded by a crowd, and for 
a time it looked as if there would be 
trouble, some of the players proceed- 
ing with the game despite the pres- 
ence of the officers, and others picked 
up stones, threatened the officers 
lives. Finally the mob was driven off 
and the playing ceased. 


Unjustifiable Arrests.

Warrants have just been issued for 
the arrest of nine farmers of the Yel- 
lowstene Valley, between Billings 
and Park City. These arrests will be 
followed by many others, Their of- 


fense is cutting timber on the Crow 
Reservation. 
this neighborhood is on the reserva- 
tion, and during the late severe Win- 
ter the farmers along the river were 
obliged to cross on the ice for their 
supply of fuel. Though ‘closely 
watched, they were not interfered 
with, but a tally was kept, and now 
the Deputy U.S. Marshals and other 
officials will reap a rich harvest from 
the wholesale arrests. The point at 
which these farmers cut the timber is 
seventy-five miles from the agency 
around which the Indians are col- 
lected. 


Undesirable Citizens. 
DENVER, April 11. 
A bloody riot occurred here last 
night between rival colonies of Poles 


and Hungarians, which resulted in 
the killing of one man, the serious 
wounding of many others and the ar- 
rest of 30 of the rioters. Nearly all of 
both parties were laborers about the 
smelters, of the very lowest type of 
their countrymen,and had been in this 
country but about a we+k.

A Canadian View of the Fisheries 
Question. 
Toronto, April 11. 

The Globe to-day says the letter of 
President Cleveland to the President 
of the Fisheries Union at Gloucester, 
Mass.,isa remarkable and important 
document. It is not such a letter as 
the Americans interested in the fish- 
eries desired to receive from the Presi- 
dent, but the letter was evidently in- 
tended as a warning to Canadians also, 
While we desire that the rights 
of Canada shall be firmly and 


efficiently asserted and maiotained, 
we hope the American fishermen will 
not be refused any privileges to which 
they are entitled, and they will never 
experience unjust or unfriendly 
treatment froin those employed in the 
protection ot our rights. It 
would be folly, however, to put 
out of sight the fact that many in the 
United States, including, ‘apparently, 
the President himself and the mem- 
bers of his cabinet, assert that the 
fishermen ofthe United States have 
rights in our waters, which we believe 
they bave not under the terms of the 


privileges to which they ure entitled 
by the opinion of the President, to 
which we say they have no title 
whatever. From this misunderstand- 
ing, if we assert what we believe, 
to be our rights, a greater misunder- 
standing may arise. This letter al- 
though studiously moderate in tone. 
intimates plainly what may follow. 
The position is to say the least,exceed- 
ingly serious.

A SERIOUS ACCIDENT. 


Al Cleugh Dragged Nearly a Mile 
by a Runaway Team. 

A serious accideut that may prove 
fatal hippened at about half past 
8o’clock Saturday night near the 
old prison walls some two miles 
east of town. Al Clough, formerly 
of Reno, but now in the employ of 
Dr. Bishop at his ranch in Spanish 
Spring Valley, had been in Reuo 
with the farm wagon and was on 
his way home iu the veliicle, When 
pear the walls mentioned the horses 


were frightened and became un- 
manageable. Clough was thrown 
onto the toogue of the wagon, and 
then he fell to the ground, bis left 
leg being caught in the harness in 
such a way that be was dragged for 
nearly a mile. A couple ef residents 
of that section stopped the horses 
and released the unfortunate man, 
when it was foun: he was badly 
hurt. He was at onee conveyed to 
the Insane Asylum, that being the 
nearest point ut which a physician 
could be reached, and upon exanmi- 
nation it was found that he had suf- 
fered what the doctors term a‘‘com- 
pound dislocatiou’’of the Knee joint. 
The bones were literally torn asun- 
der, and the bone of the upper por- 
tion of the leg or femur was forced 
through the flesh. It had cone in 
contact with che grou.d, and the 
end of it looked more like a dry 
turnip than anything else. Aijl 
oasible medical aid was given Mr, 
Slough and he was made as comfort- 
able as possible for the night. 
Yesterday Mrs. Clough was sent 
for and arcived at the Asylom. She 
was told that Drs. Bergman and 
Bishop had, upon consultation,con- 
cluded that amputation was the 
only thing that could possibly save 
her husband’s life, and that the 
chances then were greatly against 
him. She at once consented to the 
operation, as did also Mr. Clough 
himself, who was perfectly con- 
scious; so the limb was amputated

Of course I began to expostulate 
with her about so unusual a state of 
affairs; but she made me feel very 
blank when she looked up and 
naively remarked that her day’s 
work was over—that she was an 
‘eight-hour man.’ The next day I 
was the last man to leave the shop, 
and on coming home I[ found the 
table spread and the meal awaiting 
me.
